-Recapitulation 


With its auction of Saturday morning, 
August 20, the Fasig-Tipton Company 
completed its two-weeks series of Thor- 
oughbred sales at Saratoga Springs, 
N. Y. Including the North Wales dis- 
persal and the Saturday sale of horses 
in training, the company sold 510 lots 
for $1,916,700, average $3,758. (Space 
was not available in this issue for the 
summary of the horses-in-training sale, 
at which 57 head sold for $145,100.) 


Strongest phase of the market appeared 
to be in the North Wales sale of breeding 
stock, in which 49 lots, including two 
stallions, brought $364,600, average $7,441. 
Prices of the mares ranged up to $26,000. 


In the series of yearling auctions the 
results were in line with general expecta- 
tion, but the blow which fell was com- 
paratively soft, considering the strain 
which overproduction has put upon the 
market and upon stall space at the race 
tracks. The average declined an even 
14 per cent from 1948, with the filly divi- 
sion taking most of the punishment. (At 
Keeneland the average had declined by 
16 per cent. But in 1948 Saratoga had 
taken a much larger drop than the Ken- 
tucky yearling sales.) Fillies declined 
by 32 per cent, colts by 7 per cent. 


As at Keeneland, a larger percentage 
of the yearlings slipped into the lower 
price groups. Thirty-eight head brought 
less than $500 each, 102 less than $1,000, 
and 201 (one less than half the total 
number sold) less than $2,000. Since most 
of the yearlings were bringing consider- 
ably less than the cost of production and 
selling, it appeared likely that the en- 
thusiasm of many market breeders would 
be dampened. But too many of them 
were under way to suggest any significant 
slackening of production in the immediate 
future. Around the corner there was 
hope—and more horses. 


The Buyers 


The 221 buyers of record at Saratoga 
spent a total of $1,407,000. an average of 
$6,367 each. But of course they did not 
spend equally. Some spent $300 or less, 
others went into five figures. They 
bought an average of 1.8 yearlings each. 
In 1948 the 206 buyers spent an average 
of $7,767 each, which bought an average 
of 1.4 yearlings. In 1947, 179 buyers 
spent an average of $9,810 for an aver- 
age of 1.7 yearlings. They were, this

As at Keeneland this year, Saratoga 
yearling prices broke at all levels. from 
top to bottom. Counting from the bottom 
price of $100, the highest price of the 
lowest 10 per cent of yearlings sold was 
$500. as compared with $800 in 1948, 
$1,100 in 1947. The top figure for the 
lowest 40 per cent was $1.500, slightly 
below 1948 and just half of the corre- 
sponding price for 1947. This year 10 
per cent of the yearlings brought $8,100 
or more. 5 per cent reached $13,000. 

In actual figures, 38 yearlings sold for 
less than $500 and 16 others went for 
$500; thus 13 per cent brought $500 or 
less. The break at the top was also 
plain. Last year 14 yearlings (3.5 per 
cent) brought prices from $20,000 up- 
ward to a top of $52.000. This year five 
head (1.2 per cent) reached $20,000, and 
the top was $32.000. ; 

Last year the top 10 per cent of year- 
lings at Saratoga averaged $17.850, this 
year, $14,485. Thus the decline in the 
top decile was 19 per cent. as compared 
with the over-all drop of 14 per cent. The 
difference here. however. probably was 
the result of differences in consignments. 

From the tabulation above, consignors 
may guess their prospect for the future. 
As long as the current overproduction 
obtains, their chances of making a profit 
on the sale of yearlings with moderate 
credentials or worse are almost nil.

*Blenheim 2nd—Doggie Pam colt.  Al- 
mahurst sold ten of the 23 colts which 
brought $10,000 or more, and three of 
the 11 fillies which sold for $10,000 or 


more. Four colts brought $20.000 or 
more. Three of them were sold by Alma- 
hurst. 


Among the fillies, the top dollar was 
brought by the Ernst Farm’s half sister, 
by Bull Lea, to Algasir. Mrs. John D.

A Quickening and an Interment; 
Stymie Still Eyes That Million 


SARATOGA 

One visitor suggested that Saratoga 
should run a Mark Twain Handicap on 
opening day every year. It was. you 
remember. Mark Twain who is credited 
with originating the remark that. “The 
report of my death has been greatly 
exaggerated.” 

Saratoga has been buried every year 
since the war. and it’s still a remarkably 
healthy corpse. Support has been quite 
good this year—off a little from last year. 
but what isn’t? This onlooker expects to 
spend August looking at the blue canoe 
in the infield lake for some years to 
come. IL buried Saratoga once. just after 
the war. but the vigor with which the 
hody walked around convinced me I was 
wrong. and no interment has been at- 
tempted since. 

But there was one definite burial last 
week. That was the “Atkinson slump.” 
Master Theodore had worked out seven 
winners in the first eight days of the 
meeting, but then he had gone four con- 
secutive days without a winner. It is 
saying something for his reputation that 
this was regarded as a slump. because 
Eric Guerin rode 50 consecutive losers 
here without getting anybody excited ex- 
cept a man who was working out what 
a $2 progression play on him would have 
amounted to. “Three light years.” he 
said. when Guerin finally rode a winner. 
by inches, in his 51st try. 

But as of last Monday, Atkinson became 
a very determined citizen, riding the fea- 
ture winner four days in a row. On the 
fifth day the feature was. as you please. 
either a steeplechase stakes or a flat race 
in which Atkinson got no mount. so of 
course the string was broken. But on 
these four days Atkinson got eight win- 
ners, including two doubles and a triple. 
with three stakes victories included. He 
got two more on Saturday. 

With Spats and Brick he merely tin- 
canned in the stretch, and with Detective. 
in the Sanford. he ran with the conten- 
tion until the contention weakened. But 
the Spinaway involved considerably more 
judgment. His mount was Sunday Eve- 
ning. a daughter of Eight Thirty and 
Drowsy, which won the Ashland Stakes 
at Keeneland back in 1937. All he had 
to beat was Striking. considered the 
strongest local candidate for the Hopeful 
Stakes. 

Sunday Evening had run her first two 
races on the pace, winning one and losing 


one. In the Schuylerville she was kept 
well back and moved up in the stretch. 
and she ran from ninth to second. That 
was at 514 furlongs. The Spinaway gave 
her an extra sixteenth. At the end of 
514 furlongs Striking was in front again. 
though she was beginning to make heavy 
weather of it with Fais Do Do and Bed 
o Roses. Sunday Evening, though she 
was on the move, didn’t seem close enough 
to get anything. But through that last 
sixteenth she was flying. and she went 
past the leaders—exhausted with battling 
with each other—without any argument. 


It seems pretty obvious that we all 
overrated Striking. though there is noth- 
ing wrong with her speed. She was 
giving the Greentree filly four pounds 
and was beaten only a length. but since the 
weights were 115 and 111 I can't think 
this means much. She was going to get 
caught by both Fais Do Do and Bed o° 
Roses in a few more. strides. and the 
latter was carrying 119, 


RETURNS. Assault was out for a 
routine gallop last Monday, and on Tues- 
day morning, after the annual breakfast 
which Saratoga engineers to get the Turf 
writers up before noon, he was brought 
back into the paddock and walked around 
for examination. He has his old splints, 
but they do not appear to trouble him. 
and there were no perceptible ill effects 
ef the bleeding he suffered at Suffolk 
Downs. If he bleeds again, it is likely 
that he will go into permanent retirement. 
but if he doesn’t, Max Hirsch remarked. 
the Boston affair was “nothing worse 
than a nosebleed.” 

At Belmont Park. Stymie is galloping 
regularly and breezing a little, and Hirsch 
Jacobs has continued good reports of 
him from Jack Skinner. who brought him 
up from Virginia early in the month.

he hasn’t got the heavy quarters that 
would weight him down. Anyway. we're 
likely to see him at Belmont. 

I hope as much can be said for Cita- 
tion, though a good many horsemen have 
predicted that he won’t race again. He 
was to have been ready for Arlington, and 
then for Washington, and now, at last 
accounts. for Belmont in the fall. The 
Jones Boys will bet you that he will race 
again. but though his injury was com- 
paratively minor, and was attended to 
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promptly, his return seems more a matter 
of doubt than that of the two others. 


RELAPSE. Whirling Fox, Belair’s 
problem child, ran a nice race at Saratoga 
last week, on an extremely wet track. 
going six furlongs in an official 1:1225, 
though other watches caught him in 
1:1145. Since he beat Royal Governor 
only a neck, and the track was really bad. 
I'd be disposed to take the slower time. 
but it was a good race, just the same. 

But after the race he seemed quite lame. 
in his near fore, and the stable was quite 
concerned about him. He broke a bone 
in his foot last year, and it seemed possible 
that the old injury had been aggravated. 


QUOTE. One of the visitors during the 
first weeks of the Saratoga meeting was 
Bernard Baruch. There is no need to 
speak of his achievements. In a world 
wherein the automatic besmirching of 
an opponent is a generally accepted prin- 
ciple, he moves untouched. His words 
are given respectful consideration all 
over the globe, in whatever languages 
they are translated into. As a general 
repository of atomic secrecy, he was the 
nation’s choice. 

So it was with some hope that this ob- 
server stopped by the Baruch box. in 
the hope that some pearl would drop. 
some utterance which could be repeated 
for the guidance and instruction of so 
far unborn grandchildren. 

“T should have bet on that last winner.”

Citation. which has been on the injured 
list since last December. when he devel- 
oped an osselet, was to resume training 
this week at Washington Park.

I wouldn't 
think he’d be ready for a race before 
winter.”

Going 56.17 Feet Per Second, 
Coaltown Outruns the Ratings 


How doth the busy Mr. C., 
Industriously, like the bee, 
Improve on what's been done before 
By running miles in thirty-four. 


Early last year 
a 3-year-old named 


Coaltown, which 
had not raced 
at two, began 
to shape up as 
something extra, 


even for Warren 
Wright’s Calumet ; 
Farm Stable, which makes a specialty of 
specialties. The son of Bull Lea—Easy 
Lass, by *Blenheim 2nd, had not raced 
at two because of a throat ailment, and 
when he went racing at three it seemed 
as if he were bursting with ‘the energy 
that had been pent up during the season 
of enforced idleness. He moved so swiftly 
and easily that it was hard to believe, 
even when you saw it. 

Soon after he made his first start, and 
won it, at Hialeah Park early in Febru- 
ary, Trainer Jimmy Jones, of Calumet, 
remarked to Trainer A. G. (Bob) Robert- 
son: “Tll tell you something. but if you 
tell anybody else [ll say it’s a lie. I 
worked that horse a half and he shaded 
I can’t believe my watch.” About 
a month later, when he had seen enough 
of Coaltown to know that he wasn’t look- 
ing at a mirage, Trainer Ben Jones de- 
clared that the colt was “the fastest horse 
I’ve ever trained.” 


AA 


COALTOWN was well in hand at the finish of his world-record 1:34 mile at 
poise’s time for the distance, the 4-year-old Calumet colt coasted across the finish. ; 
the rail to take the place from Dixiana’s Star Reward, but he was no match for his fast-moving stablemate. 


Because of his phenomenal speed and 
his rise over an affliction. a large and 
voluble army of racing fans quickly made 
him their own. His defeat by Citation in 
the Kentucky Derby peremptorily 
thrown out of the book. Other losses— 
he won eight races, was three times second 
and twice third in 13 starts—were glossed 
over or forgotten. This was not hard to 
do. because when he was good he was 
One track record fell 
to him during the year: the nine-furlong 
mark at Keeneland, which he lowered to 
1:4915 with a front-running performance 
in the Blue Grass Stakes. Earlier in 
1948. when he was new to racing, he had 
equaled Hialeah Park’s record of 1:09°5 
for six furlongs. With two such spark- 
ling colts as Coaltown and Citation in 
the barn, Calumet enjoyed an embarrass- 
ment of riches such as a stable rarely is 
permitted. 


very. very good. 


Citation has been out of the running 
this year because of an injury. and Coal- 
town has been Calumet’s main handicap 
horse. His racing has been comparatively 
limited because of his stable’s aversion to 
high weights, but his energy still seems 
boundless. At Hialeah Park. on St. 
Valentine’s Day, he gave Apprentice 
Eldon Nelson a ride such as few young 
jockeys and not many older ones are 
privileged to take: he set a track record, 
and equaled the world record, of 1:4735 
for 14 miles. He was eased up at the 
finish. but at the intermediate stages he 
had moved more swiftly than his young 


rider realized: his fractions were  :23, 
74545. 1:08445. 1:3415. Each fraction 
was run in faster time than the Hialeah 
track record for the distance. And it was 
the fastest eight furlongs around two 
turns that had ever been recorded on any 
race track. 

About a month later he set a new track 
record, and equaled the world record, of 
1:5944 for 1144 miles. at Gulfstream Park, 
At Arlington Park, on the Fourth of July, 
he exploded with a new track record of 
1:4825 for nine furlongs. He did not 
equal or surpass any world records at 
the Chicago track, which is rated in the 
American Racing Manual as one of the 
two fastest courses in the U. S. Equipoise 
set the world mile record of 1:3425 there. 
around one turn. Golden Gate Fields is 
the other racing strip with a super-fast 
rating. Prevaricator had equaled Equi- 
poise’s record at the California track, 
around two turns. 


Though Washington Park has a com- 
paratively high speed rating according 
to the Manual’s figures, it is estimated at 
15 percentage points below Arlington 
Park and Golden Gate. The mile record 
at Washington was Armed’s 1:35, set in 
August, 1946, under 130 pounds. 


But soon after Washington Park opened 
its meeting this summer, it became ap- 
parent that speed ratings would need re- 
vising. This was confirmed beyond doubt 
on August 10 when Ky. Colonel set a 
new world record of 1:2125 for seven 
furlongs. Olympia. the early pacemaker. 
ran the first panels in :1035. :2134, 
73215, :4344. and :56, faster than the 
world records for three, four, and_five 
furlongs. Ky. Colonel, which then took 
the lead, was clocked in 1:0825 for six 
furlongs, equaling the world record.

Toro Nancy, dam of Two and Twenty. foaled a 
bay colt by Quick Reward this spring. was bred 
back to the same stallion. 

Toro Nancy. with a suckling foal, is for sale 
along with other Church breeding stock which 
includes Gallant Duke. Toro Nancy won the Arl- 
ington Futurity and the Dallas Fall Handicap, 
and earned $56,815. She has produced six winners, 
The second dam, Viva America. won 17 races. 
including the Kentucky Oaks, Clipsetta, and Eden. 
wold Stakes. She was third in the Kentucky Derpy. 

In his first Longacres performance, the Seattle 
Handicap, Two and Twenty was leading at the 
finish, but was disqualified for bearing in during 
the stretch run.

The Consignors 


A total of $1,407,000 was distributed 
among the 90 consignors to the Saratoga 
sales. This was 12 per cent less than 114 
consignors were paid for 395 yearlings 
in 1948. 

Equally distributed, the $1,407,000 
would have meant $15,633 for each con- 
signor. But the quality of the offerings 
covered a wide range, and so did the per 
capita amount received by the consignors. 
Its actual scope was from $250 to $261,100. 
Many a consignor, totting up the cost of 
stud fees, feeding and care, registration. 
shipping, and so on, found himself with 
a deficit. 

Twenty-six consignors, almost  one- 
third of the total, sold one yearling each. 
Eleven sold ten or more. 

Largest consignment was from Walter 
P. Chrysler’s North Wales Stud, which 
is dispersing its Thoroughbreds. It con- 
signed 24 yearlings, which brought $81,300. 
average $3,887. Henry Knight’s Alma- 
hurst Farm and John W. Galbreath’s 
Darby Dan Farms each sold 20. Alma- 
hurst averaged $13,055, the highest of 
the sales. Only one other consignor had 
an average in five figures. This was 
Breckinridge Long, who averaged $10,850 
for two yearlings. Darby Dan averaged 
$6,455 for its 20. Nydrie Stud averaged 
$7,350 for ten. The Ernst Farm. new 
to the sales, averaged $6,420 for ten. Blen- 
heim Farms averaged $6,790 on ten, and 
Frank J. Heller averaged $7,817 on six.

The Dispersals at Saratoga: 
Delman, North Wales, Others 


The regular pattern of yearling sales 
at Saratoga extended from August 8 
through August 17. All but one of the 
sessions was held at night. The exception 
was the sale of Saturday morning, Au- 
gust 13. 

But there was. in addition to the regu- 
larly catalogued yearling sales, an auction 
of ten yearlings on the morning of Thurs- 
day. August 18. This was in connection 
with the dispersal of the Herman B. Del- 
man horses, which included some breed- 
ing stock and_ horses-in-training. The 
Delman yearlings, though listed below in 
the summary of the Thursday morning 
session, also are included in the general 
yearling statistics, published elsewhere in 
this magazine. 

Besides the Delman dispersal. there 
were dispersals by Old Elm Stock Farms, 
Old Glory Farms, and North Wales Stud. 
The Delman, Old Elm, and Old Glory 
sales were held in the morning. The 
North Wales sale was held Friday night. 
August 19. In addition, there was a sale 
of horses-in-training on Saturday morn- 
ing, August 20. Summaries for these 
sales appear below, chronological 
order. Names in parenthesis indicate 1949 
mating of mares. 


Thursday Morning, August 18 


First of the all-age sessions was held at 
Saratoga on the morning of August 18. 
The high average was made by H. B. 
Delman, who sold 18 lots for $48,100, an 
average of $2,672. Included in this group 
was the 3-year-old *Beau Pere _ filly 
Flower Bed, which went to Brookmeade 
Stable for $15,500. Mr. Delman also sold 
six imported yearlings for an average of 
$1.967. All told, he sold ten yearlings 
for $18,600, average $3,483. 

Dispersals of Old Elm Stock Farms 
and Old Glory Farms were at a lower 
level. Old Elm Stock Farms’ stallion 
Grail Bird went to J. A. Caulder for 
$100. The average of the entire con- 
signment was $820 for 10 lots.

Friday Night, August 19 


The dispersal of the North Wales Stud 
of Walter P. Chrysler, Jr., was com- 
pleted with the auction of stallions, mares, 
and foals on Friday evening, August 19, 
at the Fasig-Tipton Company’s sales ring. 
The 49 lots sold, including two stallions 
and one orphaned foal, brought a total 
of $364,600, average $7,441. 

With the previous dispersal of yearlings 
included, Mr. Chrysler sold 73 lots at 
Saratoga for $445,900, average $6,108. 
Before the sale he had repeatedly declared 
his intention of retiring completely from 
the field of Thoroughbred breeding. His 
only remaining interest is in the form of 
part ownership of several stallions, in- 
cluding Pilate, *Piping Rock, By Jim- 
miny, Pot o’ Luck, *Adaris, *Goya 2nd, 
*Hierocles, and *Priam. To date none 
of these shares has been reported sold. 

Two stallions which Mr. Chrysler owned 
in full were disposed of at the August 19 
auction. The young Ramillies, whose 
stud career has begun successfully, went 
to the New Jersey breeder David O. 
Evans for $23,000. Runner-up in the 
bidding was Grant Dorland, of Lexing- 
ton, representing a_ small syndicate. 
*Chrysler 2nd, though he has been a good 
sire, was 19 years old, blind in one eye 
as a result of a training injury, and not 
too sure with his mares; he went to the 
Virginia breeder C. T. Chenery for $2,100. 

The sale of broodmares was. by com- 
mon consent, a reflection of a very strong 
demand for breeding stock with good cre- 
dentials. The mares and foals sold very

having “a little vision in one eye.” two 
with “50 per cent vision,” one blind in 
one eye, and one part blind in one eye. 
The prevalence of blindness led the 
North Wales management to circularize. 
two days before the sale, a statement from 
Dr. Fritz Howard, resident veterinarian, 
that “15 of the mares . . . have had 
attacks of ophthalmia (moon blindness), 
Since May, 1948, when the mares 
were put on a regular diet of Riboflavin. 
no mare. when free of ophthalmia. is 
known to have had an attack of it.” 
As additional assurance to doubtful 
bidders. the circular quoted a_ telegram 
from Major T. C. Jones. “Experimental 
evidence gathered during the past ten 
years.” it said, “overwhelmingly indicates 
disease is neither infectious nor hered- 
itary.” A few of the breeders who had 
come from Kentucky and other points re- 


mained unconvinced. but the prices in 
general showed little effect from their 
hesitance.

Martin’s Woodvale Farm spent $25,000 
for the Ladies Handicap winner Up the 
Hill, dam of the stakes winner Pail of 
Water, and her bay colt by Count Fleet.

Woodvale got nine 
lots for $84,900: Hewitt bought four for
